The following statement by Lord Reading has 
been issued for publication -~- 

After six months’ absence in the United 
States I have returned for the purpose of con- 
ferring with the Prime Minister, the Foreign 
Secretary, and the War Cabinct on various 
matters of importance, which can be discussed 
more fully and more satisfactorily by word of 
mouth than by means of cable correspondence. 

The events in America during this period 
have indeed been of supreme importance. They 
are proving a wonderful inspiration to us and 
our Allies, and a most discouraging surprise to 
the enemy, for the progress made in these few 
months by America is indeed marvellous. If I 
speak in terms of enthusiastic admiration it is 
because nono other would convey my thoughts. 
During these months my Allied colleagues and I 
have made many requests to the United States 
Administration. These have always been re- 
ceived with the most sympathetic consideration, 
and there is no room for doubt, even in the 
most sceptical mind, as to the whole-hearted. de- 
sire of America to help the Allies to the best of 
their ability. The only question for the Ad- 
ministration always is, how best and when can 
this thing be done.

HOUSES FOR 27,000 
FAMILIES.

The report of Mr. P. C. Cowan, Chief 
Engineering Inspector to the Local Government 
Board, on the housing question in Dublin, whieh 
has been prepared and submitted to the Chief 
Secretary, is dated January 12th, 1918. Mr. 
Cowan begins by stating that he conferred with 
the Lord Mayor, city officials, and others best 
qualified to speak on the gubject before sub- 
mitting his memorandum giving some general 
ideas as to how a complete scheme for housing 
the working people in Dublin who were gaid to 
be living in insanitary dwellings could be carried 
out in sections for different parts of the city, 
which could be taken up in rotation or eccord- 
ing to needs. He noted with satisfaction that 
the schemes on Fairbrothers’ Fields and the 
McCaffrey estate areas (the estimated building 
cost for a total of about 700 houses being 
£278,532) showed a great advance on earlier 
sthemes in the city. j 

The solution ot the housing problems in 
Dublin, or any reasonable approximation to a 
solution, could not, he thought, by found by 
any Minor amendments of existing Statutes, or 
by any additional statutory provisions fr 
on accustomed lines. l’recedents should be 
suspected’ and avowed rather than followed as 
gunies in forming sehemes for the radical im- 
provements necessary in Dublin.
